In order 
to protect the good name of German Cath­ 
olic societies should be exhorted not to 
receive in their midst any « Knight» of La­ 
bor, and such as are in them shofcld be 
induced to leave 6&id order of the Knights 
of Labor.’’

that scientific men are beginning to study 
the meteorological phenomena which are 
believed to be duo to the building of rail­ 
ways in that country. 
Recent serious 
damage done by wachouts on the North­ 
ern section of Mexican Central Road was 
duo to waterspouts bursting on the track 
and it is a curious fact that waterspouts 
seem to be, attracted by the iron track 
and telegraph wires. 
Recently in build­ 
ing the Guadalajara branch of the Mexi­ 
can Central Railway, it has been noted 
by the engineers that as fast as the con­ 
struction advances rain follows, and they 
hold that this i9 due to the large quantity 
of steel rails on flat car9 , which are car­ 
ried forward as fast as the work of con­ 
struction permits. 
Tho most noticeable 
fact is that the country is dry in advance 
of the construction trains and also behind 
them for mauy miles. 
Rains beat down, 
as described, in bucketfuls just where the 
steel rails are, but only in circles a few 
miles in diameter. 
It is a well known 
fact that there Las been a much greater 
rainfall on the plains of Kansas and Ne­ 
braska since the railroads were built there 
than before that. 
It has heretofore betjn 
hinted that steel rails might bring rain.

F A R M E R S ’ CLUB. 


Causes of D r ou th .— Best Way to Feed. 


On Wednesday afternoon, last week, 
tho Rock River Farmers' Club of Dixon 
met in regular session at the usual place. 
The President, Hon. J os. Utley, was sick 
and not able to be present. 
It was the 
first time that he has been absent from a 
meeting since the organization of the club. 
Vice President W. A. J udd occupied the 
chair and called the meeting to order. 
After the reading and approval of the 
proceedings the further discussion of the 
question of the last meeting was resumed, 
viz: What is the best kinds of crops and 
the best kinds of stock to raise for profit 
by the farmers of 
Lee county? E. H. 
Groh’s remarks in support of his views, 
advanced at the last meeting, placing 
grass at the head of the hat of crops to be 
raised for profit by the {farmers of 
Lee 
county, were lengthy and interesting; 
showing by plausible reasoning that (rom 
fifty-five to seventy percent.-ol the pro­ 
ceeds received by, our farmers from sales 
of live stock of any« » nd every kind was 
produced from gras« ’ in the form of pas­ 
turage and bay, and the balanee from 


g r ai n ; principally corn and oats. Thus 


placing the three kinds of crops, viz: 
grass, cum and o its, in the order named 
as being the most profitable crops to 
raise by the farmers. 
Grass first, because 
from that 
the farmer receives nearly 
three-fourths of the value of his live stock» 
with little labor. 
On the further ques­ 
tion of how the farmers of our locality 
can best carry their live stock through 
the coming winter in view of the scarcety 
of feed, Mr. Groh said let every farmer 
cut and put all his corn into shock and 
by the use of the machines now in vogue 
cut all tho fodder up fine and economize 
the feed in the fodder in this way, which 
heretofore has been greatly wasted, and 
the scarcity of feed in consequence of the 
severe drouth will be greatly reunified. 
J ohn McKiDstry, of Nelson, then en­ 
tertained the members of the club present 
by the reading of a very interesting essay 
on the question last mentioned. 
The ex­ 
treme drouth through. which we have just 
passed being the cause of the great scarci­ 
ty of feed in our locality led him to write 
out his views at some length on the causes 
likely to produce drouth. 
Tile drainage 
was the principal cause of the drouth iu 
his opinion. 
Where formerly water was 
to be almost constantly seen standing to 
be evaporated and taken up by the at­ 
mosphere to form clouds and rain and 
again descend upon the earth, the fields 
were now dry. 
Tile drainage and open 
ditches carried all the surplus water into 
the rivers and thence to the ocean. 
Thia 
was a probable cause for a deficiency of 
rain fall in localities where such drainage 
is practiced. 
The immense amount of 
tile which had been laid in our section of 
the country within the last few years car­ 
ried the surface water into the running 
streams might, at least, be partially the 
cause of the very severe drouth of the 
present season; and if that view of the 
subject be correct, may we not look for 
le89 rain fall and dryer season in the fu­ 
ture than we formerly had. 
Mr. McKia- 


3try thought that in view of the prices 
which farmers might expect to have to 
pay for hay, it would not be profitable for 
farmers having more stock than they have 
feed for to buy hay. 
Hu thought, how 
ever, that it would be preferable to buy 
corn at the present price, forty cents per 
bushel, and by the economizing the corn- 
fodder and what other1 rough feed the 
farmer may cbaiice to have, feed more 
corn and less rough feed. 
By giving 
stock the very best protection, shelter 
from cold and storms that possibly can be 
given it will pay him better to carry his 
stock through the winter in this way than 
to sell it off at present prices; provided 
next season does not firing with it anoth­ 
er drouth. 
Tho question adopted for the -uext 
meeting is: What is the best plan for 
renting faim lands, for both landlord and 
tenant? J . L. Lord, J oseph Crawford and 
Henry Uhl were appointed to lead in the 
discussion; and Elijah Raymond was In­ 
vited to prepare an essay to be read. 
We shall hope and look for an increas­ 
ed attendance hereafter now that the 
heated term is over; and hope also to have 
an increase of membership. 
Next meet­ 
ing will bo at the usual place on Wednes­ 
day at 2 p. m., Sept. 21st.

Ho denounced the governm ent in 
warm language for their course in Ireland, 
and demanded thut the house be hi formed as 
to w hat instructions htd boon given the |>o- 
liee regarding the holding of meetings in 
Ireland. 
He also desire I to know if it was 
true that Hir Redvers Duller had resignel 
the under secretaryship, and the reason for 
hi« doing so. 
The speaker then proceeded to 
depict the character of tho meetings that had 
l>oen held ai Ennis and Mitchellstowu and 
claimed the right for the Irish, in common 
with their English brethren, to assemble to­ 
gether for the purposo of denouncing the 
actions and policy pursued by the legislature 
under whoso government they were.

to do so. 
Therefore the moonlighters went to 
the house, and entered it and wero about to 
shoot Sexton when tho police, who had been 
in ambush outside, surprised thorn, and tho 
fight occurred which resulted fatally for 
II ea< I Coustablo Wheel an. 
He then proceeded to reply to H arcourt, 
and said that the instructions given to the 
police were precisely the same as those given 
when H arcourt himself wTas minister. 
Re­ 
garding tho resignation of Sir Redvers Bul- 
ler, Balfour declared that his appointm ent to 
the Irish secretaryship was only a tem porary 
one and that he had resigned because he de­ 
sired to return to the w ar office. 
Any sur­ 
mise that there was a difference between Sir 
Redvers Buffer and the m inistry was abso­ 
lutely false. Referring to tho contention that 
the suppression of meetings in Ireland was 
illegal, Balfour said tha t it was a m atter of 
history that under the common law in Ire­ 
land, H arcourt had joined Gladstone, who 
was then premier, and Foster, then Irish sec­ 
retary, in proclaiming 130 m eetings 
“The question,” continued Balfour, “is not 
whether the action of the governm ent is le­ 
gal, but whether it is politic. 
It is im­ 
portant to consider the condition of Ennis, 
which is a notorious center of agrarian 
crime. 
It is absurd to describe such meet­ 
ings as are held there as opportunities for 
free discussion only. 
They are heralded by 
inflammatory placards, and the obvious ob­ 
ject of the meeting was to defeat law and to 
foster outrage and intim idation.

Mitchelltown,” said the secretary, “it is as­ 
certained that the police had immense provo­ 
cation.

Co mplaints in 
this respect have been o f frequent o ccur­ 
rence, many butchers o r dealers o f g ame 
and fo wl o ffering their Jewish clients 
“ unclean” meat. 
At a recent trial o f 
this kind in Berlin the rabbi o f the prin­ 
cipal synag o g ue was called upo n the 
stand and testified as fo llo ws: “ The 
Mo saic law requires that the Jew butcher 
be a perso n o f g o o d reputatio n and 
mo rals, and, after underg o ing an ex­ 
aminatio n by the rabbi, sho uld o nly ex­ 
ercise his particular functio n o n the 
streng th o f a certificate. 
One o f the 
tests o f his fitness fo r the place co nsists 
in pro mptly resharpening a knife which 
the rabbi has purpo sely blunted. 
Dur­ 
ing tho act o f butchering he lias to say 
certain prayers; lie must see that the 
blo o d falls upo n the ashes o f peat, and, 
abo ve all thing s, he must avo id being 
to uched by any o ne while in the act, this 
in itself rendering the slaug htered animal 
unclean. 
He ^required to put his seal 
upo n the carcass, g iving the date o n 
w h ic h the animal is killed. 
No Israelite 
is permitted to eat fo wl which has been 
killed mo re than three days befo re.” —

How Indiana Poi*on T heir Arrows. 
It was a lo ng time befo re Friday came, 
and I beg an to think he 'was g o ing to dis­ 
reg ard my summo ns, and was g etting 
ang ry, when he suddenly put in an ap­ 
pearance. 
I explained to him what I 
wished to kno w, and witho ut the slig htest 
hesitatio n lie said to the venerable arro w 
maker: 
“ Tell my brother all a b o u t the poisoned 
arrows.” 
“ W ell,” said the old man, “ first 
we 
tak e a bloated yellow rattlesnak e in 
August, when lie is most poisonous, and 
tie him with a fork ed stick to a stak e; 
then we tease him until he is in a great 
je. 
This is done by passing a switch 
over his Ixxly from his head to his tail. 
W hen he threshes the ground with his 
body and his eyes grow bright and spark le 
lik e diamonds, we k ill a deer, antelope 
or some other small animal, and, tearing 
out the lm r, throw it to the snak e while 
it is warm and the blood still coursing 
through it. The reptile will strik e it again 
and again and pretty soon it will begin 
to turn black . 
When lie tires, the snak e 
is teased again and he is induced to sink 
his fangs into the soft flesh until all tho 
poison has been extracted from him and 
the liver is reek ing with it. 
lie is then 
k illed and the liver lifted with a sharp 
pole, for so dangerous is it no one dares 
touch it. 
The liver is let lie for about an 
hour, when it will I>e almost jet black 
and emit a sour smell. 
Arrows are then 
brought and their iron heads pushed into 
the liver u p to the shaft. 
They are left 
stick ing there for about 
o ne hour and 
a 
half, when they are 
withdrawn and dried 
in the tun. 
A thin g listening yellow 
scum adheres to the 
arro w, and if it but 
60 much as touches raw 
flesh it is certain 
to poison it to death. ” 
I asked if Indians still used po iso ned 
arro ws. “ No,” he replied, “ no man, 
Indian o r white man, fo r years past has 
been 6ho t with these arro ws, and they are 
no lo ng er made.” —

Wine of Ipecacuanha, 
sulphate of quinine, bicarbonate of soda* 
carbonate of ammonia, liquor ummonia, 
acetatis, 
potassii 
bicarbonatis, 
and 
spiritus etherin nitrosi are the other 
memhers of the group of twelve drugs 
most frequently ordered. 
Several of 
these minister to the disorder of the 
respiratory tract, and the time of the 
y ear may have some influence on their 
use. 
This k ind of information cannot, 
however, Ijo regarded as representative. 
Thus, if the statistics of some hospitals 
and dispensaries were tak en, bicarbonate 
of soda, rhubarb, and gentian would, it 
Î3 thought, exceed the other drugs in re­ 
spect o t frequency of prescription; fur­ 
ther, spirit of chloroform and sirup of 
orange peel arc mainly used as adjuncts.
